Trudeau Shuffles Third of Cabinet

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OTTAWA (CP) - Puma 
Minister Trudeah ret tv all a 
third of his cabinet Friday 
ami the most stunning card he 
turned up was Justice Min¬ 
ister John Turner as the new 
finance minister. 

The fonner finance min¬ 
ister, E. J. Benson, who is 
due home from a vacation in 
israel Sunday, was made de¬ 
fence minister in place of 
Donald Macdonald^ Who takes 
the energy portfolio. 

Turner and_ Mpcdonald are 
both heUs-app«uvnl to Tru¬ 
deau. 

Energy Minister J. J. 
Groene has retired from the 
culii^ft thougli hot his Nia¬ 
gara Kalis seat — because of 
U1 health. 

Trudeau told a news confer¬ 
ence he will try to find some¬ 
thing else for him. 

One new member joined the 
ministry: Patrick Mahoney, 
funner parliamentary secre¬ 
tary to Benson. who be< dines 
a minister of state wiUinut 
portfolio, 

Otto hung replaces Turner 
as justice minister. His 
former job as maupoyer min¬ 
ister is taken by Bryce Mec- 
Itasey, whose labor port I olio is 


assumed by Martin O’Connell, 
minister in charge of citizen¬ 
ship. 

Lang retains responsibility 
for the wheat hoard and 
0'(V»nnell responsibility for 
lnioi mutinn Canada. 

Run Basford and Robert 
Andras swap|ied jobs, Basiord 
taking urban affairs and 
Andras consumer affairs.

He said Turner has great 
knowledge and great strength 
and a characteristic of want¬ 
ing to succeed in jobs he tack 
lad. 

Tlie economy would he un 
issue in the next election and 
thanks to Benson the govern¬ 
ment would lie able to’ si tow 
up well in this field in the 
next election campaign. 

Trudeau also' desert lied 
Macdonald as a strong min¬ 
ister who would lie dealing 
With tile U.S. on energy policy 
and with the provinces on off¬ 
shore resources rights. 

He related that Ihe gov¬ 
ernment's energy policy will 
not he made known until the 
new session of parliament 
opens Keti.

VANCOUVER iCP) - Nor¬ 
mal use of electrical power 
was restored to southwestern 
B.C. Friday alter temporaly 
repairs brought one of two 
5Q0j0PO-voU power lines from 
Uie Peace River Imck into 
service. 

B.C. Hydro said continued 
supply was dependent on two 
cranes which were plopping 
up one of the three main 
cables tiiat went down witli a 
steel tower during a storm 
last week, about 36 miles 
north of Vancouver. 

On Hie other Peace River 
line, near Agassiz in the 
Fraser Valley, towers were 
toppled by snowsiides. 


Meanwhile. Hie first east- 
bound [ausengur train to 
leave Prince Rupert for two 
weeks was i route to Jasper, 
Alta.. Friday f 

The line hud l*»en blocked 
since Jap. 14 when slides 
trapped h passenger I rain 
aiioul at) miles east of Prince 
Rupert and forced Hie evacua¬ 
tion of passengers by heli¬ 
copter. 

Prince Rupert’s road link 
with the rest of Canada was 
uiso to be opened Ho regular 
traffic today. Traffic over 
highway 16 had been restrict¬ 
ed to convoys after Hie road, 
which parallels therCN line, 
was (flocked by slides. 


The announcement followed 
a day-long meeting of Canadi¬ 
an union officials, whose 
members are not involved in 
tiie dispute which has idled 34 
porta in California. Oregon 
and Washington since Jan. 17. 

"No cargo diverted from 
tiie U.S. is to lie loaded or 
unloaded in British Columbia 
for further trans-shipment 
from or to |»oints in the U.S.," 
said Canadian area president 
Don. Garcia as he emerged 
from Hie meeting. 

"The decision was taken to 
help them (U.S. kingshore- 
men) win a collective agree¬ 
ment." 

Victoria and C’nwichan Bay 
longshoremen’s union pres¬ 
ident Stan Bail said the long¬ 
shoremen will no longer work 
any diverted 'American logs. 
During ihe earlier U.S. walk¬ 
out some American Ingbooms 
were diverted to B.C. Waters 
for loading aboard ships. 

He stressed that the ban 
will only apply to ships tiiat 
would have l>een normally 
loaded in American ports by 
American longshoremen if the 
strike had not been called. 

Vancouver union leaders re¬ 
cently met witii union pres¬ 
ident Harry Bridges in Seat¬ 
tle. There are about gJQQ 
longshoremen working at |$.C. 
[Mills, about h§if of them tp 
Vancouver where port facili¬ 
ties are already taxed to the 
limit. 

The action on this side of 
the border came as longshore* 
men; and Teamsters union 
members set up a picket line 
at thu Mexican border, stop¬ 
ping curgo from crossing into 
California from Hie Mexican 
port of Ensenada. 

it wa# the first time ttie 
striking U.S. longshoreman 
had tried to seal off cargo get¬ 
ting through tiiat end of their 
y.OOti-mile-long strike line. 

Canadian longshoremen 
took no action to stop ban 
diing U.S. cargoes last fall 
when Hie U.S. dispute tied up 
ports for 100 days before a 
U.S. government order sent 
the men back to work for an 
80-day cooling-off period. 

William Duncan. acting 
manager of Port of Van¬ 
couver said refusal of Canadi¬ 
an longshoremen to bundle 
cargo diverted frpm U.S. ports 
would undoubtedly affect 
opera Hops here but tiiat It 
was too early to estimate just 
what the effect would be. 

He uiso said there might he 
Gil f j. ulty Interpreting whether 
or not a ship had teen divert¬ 
ed. 

Some ships, lie said, might 
have Canadian cargo loaded 
aboard first, which means H 
couldn't lie unloaded until Uie 
U.M-destined goods were re¬ 
moved. He wandered how Uie 
longshoremen would know 
whether a ship was slated to 
call first at U.S. or Canadian 
ports.

My daughter babysat for 
two children, ‘Hie aged 
and the other almost school 
age The older one tied a 
thick plastic sack over (he 
smaller one’s head (to (day 
space man, he said). When 
my daughter found him, ne 
was almr.st unconscious His 
face was the color of ashes 
and his lips were almost 
black. 

My daughter told the moth¬ 
er who said not to worry 
about it, It hud happened ue- 
fnre and the Dry would he all 
, right But will he? 

Aside from the fact that he 
might suffocate next Ume, 
Isn’t there danger of brain 


damage or lung damage? 
Shouldn't he have been taken 
to a doctor? -f'.B. 

1 doubt tnat there'was ei¬ 
ther brain or lung damage, 
since the child, although "al¬ 
most unconscious,” reco¬ 
vered. 

That doesn't alter the fact 
that the child was probably 
within a minute or two of 
death, or at most a few min¬ 
utes of it. 

When plastic hags first 
came into common use, there 
were so many deaths _thit 
word of the danger apre id 
quickly. Depending on the 
purpose of the hags, it is com 
mon now to punch holes in 
them when they are manufac¬ 
tured. Many also carry a 
warning that "this is not n 
toy, do not give to children to 
play with.”

TT WILL POSSIBLY TAKE NO MORE than 40 
1 members of the Canadian Broadcasting Corp¬ 
oration and special guest commentators to send 
home a report of the Winter Olympics at Sapporo, 
Japan. 

Already there is a small advance company in 
Japan preparing the way for the main body, 
comprising four senior executives, two deputies 
and an administrator, three producers, one pro¬ 
duction assistant, one writer, six technicians, three 
French and three English commentators for the 
television side of the show; and one producer, 
three commentators and two technicians for the 
English and a corresponding group for the French 
radio network. 

Then there are Petra Burka who will do the 
L expert commentary on the skating program, 
Nancy Greene Raine who will report on skiing, 
and Peter Duncan available for whatever assign¬ 
ments may be offered. 

This formidable collection of highly paid 
people will tell Canadians how the athletes from 
this country are conducting themselves in the 
games. There will be 51 of them competing 

The cost of the coverage will be very much 
more than the amount required for the athletes’ 
expenses, and just as certainly the CBC will never 
disclose it. 

This preposterous attitude on the part of 
what its loyal employees refer to as “Mother 
CBC”, that disclosure of salaries and costs would 
be of aid and comfort to competitors in the private 
sector, never ceases to irritate both public and 
parliamentarians. 

When it is remembered thai this Crown 
corporation only functions under the stimulus 
| of a current grant of $181 million — it was $166 
million last year — it seems altogether reasonable 
that the taxpayers’ representatives in the House 
of Commons should be entitled to full disclosure 
of the costs of any given operation. 


But the CBC refuses even to provide a salary 
list for its more than 9,800 employees. To the 
public whicn pays these salaries and all the ex¬ 
penses to which CBC staff are heir, the corporation 
retorts to inquiry that its internal affairs are 
none of the people’s business. 

After the 1968 Olympics in Mexico when 
members of Parliament complained there were 
more CBC people than Canadian competitors at 
the games, questions were asked on the Commons 
order paper. 

A Nova Scotia Conservative, Donald Maclnnis, 
discovered this was the only way to force any 
sort of answer out of the corporation’s arrogant 
administration. To his persistent questions he got 
the admission that salaries of staff covering the 
Mexico City games amounted to $92,000 for the 
choice assignment, with another $5,000 for free¬ 
lance help. Their total output was 69hours in 
television and radio time, 

But the travelling, living and other expenses 
incurred by that crew of 106 public servants never 
were disclosed. 

How their itemizing could possibly injure the 
CBC’s competitive position no one has bothered to 
explain. The suspicion, indeed the conviction, will 
remain that the CBC is lavish to the point of 
recklessness with its expense accounts. 

Indeed, the mKill nr li liTrnl irln on more 

than one occasion has exposedexamples of in* 
exruseable waste of many thousands of dollars by 
the CBC in this area. 

A candidate in the next general election, 
whenever it may be and whatever his party af¬ 
filiation, would win favor if he pledged himself 
to the re-establishment of Parliament's authority 
over this impudent and pretentious body. No longer 
should Canadians accept a bill for $181 million, or 
any other amount, without the fullest accounting 
from this public-owned corporation. 


Profitless Adventure 


C ANADIAN TRAVELLERS, whether on holi¬ 
day or commercial assignment, communities 
Isolated by winter, and all those dependent^on fast 
freight and mail, have been reminded once again 
of the vital role of the airlines in this country’s 
living pattern. Stoppages, for whatever reason, are 
increasingly unacceptable to the public, from the 
Suanich flower-grower to the Louisburg lobster 
shipper. And they might endanger life through 
the interruption of supplies of medicines and 
pharmaceuticals. 

The U-day stilke of air traffic controllers 
has been costly. Operators estimate they have lost 
more than a million dollars a day, and some 
15,000 of their employees have been laid off 
temporarily for at least part of the time the 
walk-out was In progress. No one will even attempt 
to calculate the loss to the various ancillary 
services, like restaurants, ground transportation 
and a thousand-and-one commercial enterprises, 
or to assess the effect of inconvenience resulting 
from grounded airliners. 

The sad part of this strike is that, after all 
the grief and worry, the 1,600 controllers and the 


ministry of transport that employs them are now 
sitting down to submit to binding arbitration that 
ought in the circumstances to have been employed 
in the beginning. 

In disputes of this nature, where responsible, 
professional employees are concerned, it always 
seems irrational that they cannot resolve their 
differences with an employer - particularly when 
the employer is the government of Canada. 

The mere fact thev have been given the 
right to strike — and the government’s decision 
in that regard was not universally endorsed — 
doesn’t require them to use it. 

If both sides at this point? are prepared to 
accept whatever terms the sole mediator, Noel 
Hall, proposes, it is a little difficult to understand 
why they couldn’t have met him on the same 
basis at the beginning and without subjecting the 
nation to a costly interruption of its routine. 

On the evidence, the controllers have a good 
case for improved pay and working conditions. 
But a reasonable approach, to reasonable men 
should surely have accomplished their aims 
without a vulgar display of muscle.

Henry M. (Scoop) Jackson, D 
Wash., released an excep¬ 
tionally fine analysis of the 
operational principles of Sovi¬ 
et foreign policy, written by 
Dr Richard Pipes, professor 
of history and. director of the 
Russian Research Centre at 
Harvard University, where he 
has been a member of the 
faculty for 22 years. Charac¬ 
terizing it as a study of unusu¬ 
al significance, Sen. Jackson 
said; “It treats tha operation¬ 
al aspects of Soviet foreign 
policy as a whole, and in his¬ 
toric context, shedding impor¬ 
tant new light on the main¬ 
springs of Soviet conduct, par¬ 
ticularly as they affect the So¬ 
viet approach to negoti 
ations." 

Now that the United Stales 
has officially entered into the 
era of negotiations, tills study 
is particularly timely. “In 
critical negotiations," Jack 
son said, "it is of vital impor¬ 
tance to understand the other 
side as fully as jmssihle. Dr. 
Pipes’ distinctive interpreta¬ 
tion . . . reminds us of the en¬ 
during tough-minded ness of 
the Soviet approach to world 
affairs — even as we carry on 
negotiations with the Soviet 
government. Those responsi¬ 
ble for conducting America’s 
national security policy would 
lie unwise to ignore this anal 
ysis.” To this comment I add 
a hearty amen. 

* * * 

The study contains little 
that we do not already know 
from painful experience about 
the way the Russian Politburo 
conducts its foreign policy; 
but it does emphasize many 
important facts which so far 
our policy-makers seem to 
have been unwilling to accept 
R does not attempt to spell 
cut either the motives or the 
ultimate aspirations of Soviet 
foreign policy, nor to deal 
with the narrower subject of 
Soviet techniques of negoti¬ 
ation. It does, however, stress 
that both military nitrations 
and negotiations are merely 
hails to be used as appropri¬ 
ate in the i>ver-ail conflict. It 
is not acriderfta! that the lan- 
gauge of Soviet politics is pfct • 
mealed with militarisms.

The Soviet government con¬ 
ducts a “total" foreign policy 
which includes all means of 
oi>eratiun — diplomatic, eco¬ 
nomic, psychological, politi¬ 
cal, and military. Every poli¬ 
cy decision is made by the 
Politburo. The Soviets main¬ 
tain a ministry of foreign af¬ 
fairs and diplomatic corps 
• imply because countries 
with which they deal do so. 
But the foreign minister 
usually is not a member of 
the Politburo (Andrei Gromy¬ 
ko is not); and only a handful 
of the populations of the sev¬ 
eral Soviet embassies world¬ 
wide work for or re|iort to tiie 
ambassador or tiie foreign 
minister. The majority are 
engaged in espionage and re¬ 
port directly to Moeoow. 

The author contends that 
wlareas Soviet foreign policy 
is inherently miliiant, it is not 
necessarily belligerent. Mili¬ 
tancy to him means maintain 
ing one's citizenry in a state 
of constant waritke mobiliza¬ 
tion, and exerting relentless 
pressure outside Russia’s 
borders. Tliis pressure is ex¬ 
erted by whatever means 
seems most suitable. 

The Soviet# often engage in 
negotiations not in order to 
reach agreement but to attain 
some other objective. The 
Strategic A r m s Limitation 
Talks (SALT), for example, 
have already given the Sovi¬ 
ets time to build up their nu¬ 


clear power vis-a-vis tha Unit 
ed States substantially, and 
the talks continue with no 
sign of agreement. 

They regard the use of their 
own military forces as a step 
to be taken only in extreme 
contingencies where there is 
no alternative and the risks 
involved a(>pear minimal. 

However, one cardinal prin¬ 
ciple of Soviet foreign policy 
is to make certain that ail 
Communist gains are irre¬ 
versible, all of the territory 
which at any time comes 
under Russian or Communist 
rule remains so. The author 
says: 

“The defensive element in 
the Soviet foreign jiolicy is un¬ 
mistakably clear; the sanctity 
of Gmununist authority, once 
established, is inviolate Vio¬ 
lation means war. The West 
has accepted this equation, al 
lowing the Soviet government 
to concentrate on offensive 
iqiera lions."

Vital Force in Arms Talks 


r f ENTY fat volumes rep¬ 
resenting hundreds of 
hours of effort oontain the key 
to a strategic arms agreement. 
It is a new verification pat¬ 
tern that, in the view of those 
who worked it out, will Insure 
beyond reasonable*'doubt 
against any violation of the 
pact which President Nixon is 
expected to 6ign when he goes 
to Moscow in May, 


Tiie optimism grows out of 
the fact that the American ne¬ 
gotiators at the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks 
(SAIT) at Vienna have the 
backing of a consensus of 
•very branch of government 
concerned with the nuclear 
balance, in tiie past, state, de 
fense, and the joint chiefs of 
staff were pulling and hauling 
in different directions. This 
not only made it difficult to 
reach a bargaining {lositiun 
but it insured all sorts of 
squabbles when and if tiie 
U.S. Senate was called on to 
ratify an agreement. 

The big jump came with the 
breakthrough of last May 20, 
which put the SALT talks on a 
different plane. It was nego- 
liated in Washington by 
Henry A. Kissinger, tha pres¬ 
ident's adviser on national se¬ 
curity affairs, and Soviet Am¬ 
bassador Anatoly Dobrynin. A 
simultaneous announcement in 
Washington and Moscow her 
aided a fresh start that would 
cut through the tangle of 
nuclear rivalry. 

Yet for all tiie optimism at 
the prospect that the negotia¬ 
tors in Vienna will agree well 
in advance of the president’s 
journey on a limitation on de 
tensive missiles, with at least 
sn approach to the far thor¬ 
nier problem of offensive mis-

sites, the dark fears out of the 
past will not down. The frame 
of reference for the offensive 
negotiation puts the United 
States with 1,050 intercon¬ 
tinental ballistic missiles, the 
Soviet Union with 1,600. of 
which 250 to 300 are the giant 
SS-8s. The United States 
would still have, what with 
submarine-borne and other 
missiles, an over-all superiori¬ 
ty. 

Nevertheless, pressure for 
an offset is building up with 
the demand for a greatly ex- 
pended nuclear submarine 
force, intelligence reports out 
of the Soviet Union tell of a 
hugely expanded naval build 
ing program.

U.S. Offered Hanoi 
$2.5 Billion Deal 


WASHINGTON (UPI> 

The United States secretly of¬ 
fered Communist negotiators 
a fivo-year plan of postwar 
reconstruction in Indochina 
totalling $7.^billion, with fully 
one-third of the aid going to 
North Vietnam, the White 
House said Friday. 

The offer was made by 
Henry Kissinger., president 
. Nixon’s national security af¬ 
fairs adviser, during secret 
meetings with the North Viet¬ 
namese in Paris last year to 
counter unacceptable Commu¬ 
nist demands that the United 
States pay war reparations. 

Kissinger disclosed the offer 
at a news hriefing Wednes¬ 
day, but mentioned no fig¬ 
ures. Other officials said Fri¬ 
day tiW the tentative 
amounts were $5 billion for 
South Vietnam, Camltodia and 
laos and |2.5 billion for North 
Vietnam over five years 
They said the figures were 
“illustrative." indicating they 
were subject to negotiation 

Kissinger said the aid offer 
was made after the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
peace plans, submitted in late 
June, both contained demands 
for reparations, which the 
United States "could not in 
honor" pay. 

"We did, however, tell the 
other side ... we could give 
and undertake a voluntary un¬ 
dertaking by the preside! that 
there would be a massive re¬ 


construction program for all 
of Indochina in which North 
Vietnam could share to the 
extent of several billion dol¬ 
lars," he said.

A company statement said

months. 

Another 690 workers will b« 
indirectly affected These are 
contractors employees who 
will no longer he required and 
whose jolts will t>e performed 
by regular Inco employees 
transferred during a three- 
month period. 

Inco said the cut in produc¬ 
tion will ite "generally propor¬ 
tional in the Ontario and Man¬ 
itoba divisions." 

In the Manitoba division all 
affected hourly-rate workers 
will ite absorbed through nor¬ 
mal attrition, the company- 
said.

Heroin Fight Goes Federal 


WASHINGTON (LAT) - 
President Nixon iaunohed a 
major federal campaign Fri¬ 
day to drive drug traffickej-s 
and pushers off the streets of 
U.S. cities, a fight formerly 
left to local and state authori¬ 
ties. 

"In my view of very terri¬ 
ble crimes, the most despica¬ 


ble crime is that of the dmg 
pusher and drug trafficker, 
where the life of an individual 
i6 destroyed^' Nixon said. 

He made the statement 
after signing an executive 
order creating an office for 
drug abuse law enforcement 
within the justice department. 

The new office, staffed by 


150 to 200 lawyers and 250 
narcotics agents, will work 
with special federal grand 
juries around the United 
States, using tough provisions 
of a 1970 crime law to crack 
down on heroin pushers. 

Nixon names Myles Am¬ 
brose, 45, former commis¬ 
sioner of customs, as special 


assistant attorney genaral to 
head the office. He said Am- 
brore, who will serve as the 
president s special consultant 
for drug abuse law enforce¬ 
ment, "knows how to take 
care of this problem of law 
enforcement.’' 

Ambrose told newsmen he 
hoped to have the new unit 


functioning through nine re¬ 
gional centres ip three to lour 
weeks. 

He said the unit would 
operate initially in 24 cities, 
concentrating almost exclus¬ 
ively on heroin. While he de¬ 
clined to name the cities, it 
was learned fhat Los Angeles 
will be rs.

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Hospital Union’s Executive 
‘Hung Jury’ in Strike Issue 


VANCOUVER (Special > - 
Attempts to break a deadlock 
will continue through the 
weekend as the Hospital Em¬ 
ployee* Union provincial ex¬ 
ecutive wrestles with a deci¬ 
sion whether to strike or obey 
a government order to appear 
before the B.C. Mediation 
Commission. 

A decision had l>cen expect¬ 
ed by Friday afternoon but 
the L 4 -membt*r executive was 
split down the middle — half 
wanting to take immediate 
strike action, which would be 
illegal under the governnn.Mii 
order, and the other half 
wanting to put the dispute 
with the B.C. Hospitals Asso- 
elation in the hands of the me* 
diation commission. 

The meeting adjourned Fri¬ 
day afternoon after a brief 
consultation tret w een media¬ 
tion commission chairman 
John Parker, a HCHA repre¬ 
sentative and two represent¬ 
atives of HEU. 

The HEU sjjokesman would 
only say that his union's exec¬ 
utive was like r "hung jury" 
and that "pretty hard posi¬ 
tions would have to be 
changed." 

Parker said that as far as 
he was concerned, HEU had 
only two choices — to appear 
or not apftear Instore the com- 
mission. He said it was out of 
his frame of reference to 
comment on the pnssihilitiy 
the union would take illegal 
strike action. 

There is no provision In the 
Mediation Commission Act to 
compel the parties to appear. 
The commission can and does 
continue in the dispute even if 
only one of the parties at¬ 
tends. 

Parker said tiiat if the 
union does decide to go with 
the commission, a hearing 
could be initiated promptly at 
the convenience of the par¬ 
ties 

HEU has three courses it 
oould follow: 

9 Make a strong recom¬ 
mendation to tne mediation 
commission and accept the 
binding settlement. 

• Take illegal strike ac¬ 
tion to force the government 
to Appoint an independent ar¬ 
bitrator to end the dispute. 

• Boycott the commission 
hearings and decide whether 
to accept the settlement later 
when it is handed down. 

Parker alto said the com¬ 
mission is not bound by the 
province’s recently-instituted 
6.5-per-c.ent limit on wage in¬ 
creases to hospital emnhyees. 

Parker made the statement 
after B.C. Hospitals’ Associa¬ 
tion wra|>ped up its presenta¬ 
tion to the commission which 
is to bring in a binding settle¬ 
ment In die BTHA con¬ 
tract dispute witli the B.C.

Instead, the B.C\ education 
depailntunl will let a limit for 
salary increases each fall.

Nun Aids Rape Victims 


DACCA (AP) — Mother Teresa, 
the nun who .has helped Calcutta's 
poor, sick and dying for M years, has 
crossed the Bangladesh border to 
set up a home for girls made preg¬ 
nant by being rH|>ed by Pakistani 
soldiers. ' 

In the unused monastery she Is 
converting for the home, Mother 
Teresa estimated Thursday there 
may lie up to 4,000 rape victims ex¬ 
pecting babies In the Dacca area 
alofic. 

She said she has been told many 
others killed themselves or were kill¬ 
ed by their captors after the surrend¬ 
er to India on Dec 16. 

The Bangladesh government 


claims that tens of thousands of 
women and girls were railed during 
the nine-month secessionist rebellion 
in the former Hast Pakistan, many 
in I he presence of sons or husbands. 
Thousands of Ihe victims have since 
heeu rejected by their husbands. 

Because of traditional Moslem 
condemnation of a women who has 
sexual relations with a man other 
than her husband, the sense of shame 
among the girls is great, Mother 
Teresa said. 

“We hit ready to take 200," she 
said of her institution In Old Dacca, 
“hut so far only a handful have come 
forward." The government has de¬ 
clared Ihe girls heroines.

K. M. Render, director of 


the hureau of operations of 
this federal regulatory 
agency said he experts rec¬ 
ommendations on the question 
to he presented before the end 
of February.

Scientists Seek Contraceptives for Poor

Despite jts rapid growth 
from a fpw ex|»ei itnmilal vol- 
unlera In J955 to millions of 
users today, the oral con- 
| traceptive the pill -Is 
used primarily hy those who 
can afford to hAve children, 
but don't. 

For the poor in most of the 
world’s underdeveloped roun- 
1 tries, however, it is cheaper 
and less complicated to have 
a hahy and let it die than to 
buy the necessary pill, 
i In Hie eyeS.'nf many scien¬ 
tists concerned about the 
world's burgeoning population 
problem, an alternaHve needs 
to lie found. A simple, cheap 
and effective contraceptive 
device that will t>e used hy 
those who can’t afford to have 
children, but do 

According'to three Universi¬ 


ty of Southern California phy¬ 
sician-researchers Drs. 

l>an Moyer, Daniel Mlshell 
and Robert Israel, the key to 
reducing the birthrate In im- 
poverixhed countries lies in 
the improvement of a birth 
control device that has been 
around for (it least 50 years. 

This is the IIID intrau¬ 
terine device coils or loops 
of various materials Inserted 
in the uterus to prevent con¬ 
ception. 

Moyer said lUps hip much 
cheaper than oraTcontracep¬ 
tives and are effective until 
the device is removed 

They must he inserted hy a 
physician, hut once this is 
done, there is no schedule of 
pills to take Women van for¬ 
get about Ihe device, aside 
from checking occasionally to 
make sure that it lias not 
been accidentally expellpd. 
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Their effectiveness in pre¬ 
venting conception is not hr 
all encompassing as Ihe pill 
fit) lo So per cent as com¬ 
pared to nearly 100 lier cent 
efficiency and this is where 
Moyer and his colleagues’ re¬ 
search must he d«ine. 

Part of this, lie said,- in¬ 
volves simply undcnhanrilng 
how Ihe |UD works lo prevent 
pregnancy. Even after 50 
years of use there is, Moyer 
said, still uncertainly as lo 
why these devices are effec¬ 
tive. 

Moyer and Mishell have ex¬ 
amined the tissue from the 
uteri of 509 paHents who used 
TUDe for periods ranging from 
four hours to five years. 

Their findings Indicate that 
the presence of the IUD in the 
uterus causes the same reac¬ 
tion internally that a minor 
scratch or blister • noses on 
the skin. 

White blood cells are drawn 
to the affected area. As they 


break down, they shed sub** 
stances that prevent fertiliza¬ 
tion, that are injurious Im» ih to 
Ihp ovum ^pggi oMbe female 
and Hie sperm of the male 

'Hie HID. he said, continues 
to cause this 'Slight irritation 
because it does not lie sta¬ 
tionary in the uterus The 
uterus automatically attempts 
In expel the foreign lihdy. and 
Ms contractions displace the 
IUD enough for flip proyss of 
irritation and Hie resulting In¬ 
flux of white blood cells tn 
continue. 

"We have confirmed Hie 
fart that while blood cells 
prevent fertilized ova from 
maturing hy laboratory ex¬ 
periments, using ova from 
mice." said Moyer. 

In one study Mishell and his 
co-workers attempted to en¬ 
hance Hus natural process 
wMh a device that combined 
the effects of the IUD and the 
pill 

'The device was a vaginal 


ring made of silicone rubber 
end impregnated with a hor¬ 
monal compound that inhibit¬ 
ed the release of eggs from 
the ovaries medroxynrnges- 
ten me inflate. 

Inserted much like a 
diaiAiragm, the medicated 


ring permitted rontmunus ab¬ 
sorption of the drug during 
use. 

In one series of clinical 
Trials, none of the 18 women 
who tested Ihe ring hecams 
pregnant.

"If ail Hie people who need 
dental care were to come in 
tomorrow we couldn't handle 
the demand." said Dr. David 
Philip, chairman of the Vic¬ 
toria and district Dental Soci¬ 
ety. 


"Canada is Incredibly, un¬ 
derstaffed. 

"I don't think Ihe provincial 
government wants to get into 
this Held it would he a Pan¬ 
dora's Box." he said. 

Many rural areas are vir¬ 
tually neglected hy dentists, 
he said. Some small townsf 
such as Port McNeill have 
• dentists who fly in monthly, 
others have pnnrwr service 

Philip pointed out that when 
Britain first brought In dental 
care patients were actually 
lined iip ixrtsidr the offices 
waiting for service. 

"Anyone thinking altout uni¬ 
versal coverage should look al 
Britain's experience," said 
Philip, adding that there are 
now charges for dental care 
for some British patients. 

Dentists themselves came 
up with the first dental insur¬ 
ance coverage through the 
College of Dental Services of 
H.C 

They set up an arm of their 
association, the (Cental Ser¬ 
vices Association, through 
which dentists acted together 
to provide coverage for 
groups of patients 

Later other health care or¬ 
ganizations joined the act, so 
IhHt dental coverage can now 
be bought through MSA. Cl I 
and C Health Services Assool? 
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atinn. and various insurance 
companies such as Great 
Western Ufe and London Life 

B.C dentists are now acting 
through a.Vancouver firm, R. 
V. Kirkby and Associates in 
offering dental coverage. 

Most dental Insurance, tie- 
cause of the heavy cost, Is of¬ 
fered on a group rather than 
an individual basis which is 
ixie reason for the union and 
employee group interest. 

Coverage costs about $18 a 
month lor a man and his fam¬ 
ily, and some unions are ask¬ 
ing employers to share Hie 
cost; others want employers 
to pay the whole cost. 

Such insurance covers 
usually the cost of basic den¬ 
tal care, and often a ceiling la 
set on the amount the com-? 
pany will pay on behalf of a 
family. 

While the coverage covers 
basic care, orthodontal 
I braces i or peridontal (gums) 
work is covered only with spe¬ 
cial premiupis 

Usually when a plan goes 
into effect, people who have 
let their mouths deteriorate 
for years suddenly rush to the 
denHst. 

Bills are enormous and 
even when premiums have 
doubled in Hie first few years, 


most plans have coqia out In 
the red for insurance compa¬ 
nies in the United States 
where «uch coverage is more 
common than in Canada 

The feeling is that use of 
the plans will level off eventu¬ 
ally. 

The key is to get all policy 
holders io use their insurance 
at the outset, believes Dr. 
Ijawrence Kbit of Endicott, 
New York, immediate past 
president of the State Medical 
Society. 

"Once that happens you 
reach a point where routine 
maintenance is the most com¬ 
mon procedure." he says. 
"The serious pmhlenis be¬ 
come minimal and so the cost 
levels off significantly. 

Ijr. Douglas McDnugall. 
president of the College of 
Dental Services of B.C., said 
he believes that denial insur¬ 
ance in one form or another is 
the coming thing. 

"If I pay attention to what 
Hie school dentists tell me, 
(here are real areas of neg¬ 
lect in dental care for chil¬ 
dren, and 'his could help peo¬ 
ple who can’t afford to come 
to a dentist normally to get 
Hie care they and Hietr chil¬ 
dren need."

WASHINGTON (UPl) — Roger A. Freeman, 
a former kjiecial assistanl Io President Nixon, 
proposed this week Ihe U.S. Congress taking chil¬ 
dren fiu'ay from some mothers on welfare and 
raising them in "well-run” government institutions 

Freeman, a Vienna-born economist who work¬ 
ed in the White House in 1969 and 1970, also pro¬ 
posed a cash bonus for parents on welfare who 
volunteer for sterilization in a "birth prevention” 
program, which he said may he politically unac¬ 
ceptable 

He offered his proposals in an 88 -page state¬ 
ment to the Senate finance committee, which is 
considering President Nixon’s hill to reform Ihe 
welfare system with a guaranteed minimum income 
for all American families. 

Freeman, Who emigrated to the United States 
from Austria in 1940, is a senior staff member of 
Ihe Hoover Institution on Wat, Revolution and 
Peace ai Stanford University. But he emphasized 
I ha l his ideas are his own and not necessarily the 
institution’s. 

"Maytie we should consider whether a child 
Is always best off with his mother, or whether 
growing up in a well-run institution may not give 
it a heller chance in life than living; tinder inferior 
parental care or in a detrimental environment,” 
lie said in exploring alternatives to Nixon’s welfare 
proposals.

The evangelistic task of Ihe 
church is to proclaim Ihe per¬ 
ennial relevance of Ihe gos- 
pel to mans tidal condition 
and lo every aspect of human 
life, that a Christ limited is a 
Christ betrayed. 

Yet the church is not mere¬ 
ly toil often silent liefore Ihe 
evil of society, hut may even 
sanction that evil and tiling 
pagen immorality into Ihe 
very House of Cod 
I<et us say with Hi/ai. Phil¬ 
ippine martyr, "The arms of 
Ilia Cross are still wide 
enough to enable us to hang 
our destinies ujm»ii them."

DENVER, Colo. fUPD 
He introduces himself bluntly 
as "Frank Bnnnike ." letting 
the Homan collar alone con¬ 
vey the title. 

He believes with ill his 
heart that the question of 
marriage or celibacy should 
lie answered by the individual 
Roman Catholic priest, yet lie 
ho|ies with equal fervor thkl 
the controversy will gather no 
headlines in 1972. 

He is tough-minded, artic¬ 
ulate, dedicated and in March 
Rev Frank Bonnike will 
lead his National Federation 
of Priests' Councils into a 
Denver national convention 
that lias as its theme A 
Search For Justice, it could, 
he concedes, lie an "explo¬ 
sive" meeting, hot adds 

"It -doesn't matter so 
long as il heals." 

Bonnike, who is nearing the 
end of his first term as pres¬ 
ident of the Chicago-based 
NFK\ was in Denver to set 
up the March 12-lti convention 
which will draw.aMnjt 200 del¬ 
egates representing " 35.000 
catholic priests in 122 of Ihe 
nation’s 148 dioceses. 

He 8|>oke candidly in Bn in¬ 
terview of problems that 
beset what he called "Ihe in 
stitutional church" Mill) of 
Catholics and proteslants 
in today's runaway world 
They are many, ranging from 
the question of priestly celiba¬ 
cy among Catholics lo d< in- 
riling i hngregaiinns among 
pmleslanls. Iml Bonnike rrys- 
taiized them into one word 
"justice," Ihe convention 
theme. 

As near lo his heart as Ihe 
question of mandatory priest¬ 
ly celibacy is, Bonnike down¬ 
graded il as a topic unworthy 
of the headlines il has in¬ 
spired in months past. 

"The celibacy Ihing only 
concerns the priest." he said. 
"We re not saying anything to 
tiie lay people except lhal we 
think marriage is a good 
tiling. We're saying we think 
you can tie a good Christian in 
marriage and we think we 
could too, hut that's almul all 
Al die convention, we're going 
to lie saying something else 
something of far more im|*>r- 
tance."

which lie officiates at wed¬ 
dings and funerals and 
doetn't concern himself with 
the rest of tiie community 
’’We're Juhnny-come- 
iatelies in this," he continued. 
".We cnm6 here with a feeling 
of penance, a feeling of fail¬ 
ure and of inadequacy. M s 
with the realization lhal we’ve 
neglected tills portion nf our 


ministry. We've got to gear to 
the community now." 

Bonnike was one of eight 
NFPC delegates to Hie Inter 
national Bishops' Synod in 
Rome last, fall. There, he saw 
rejection of the NFPC' plea 
for marriage in Hie priest¬ 
hood. but he also saw (lie bish¬ 
ops open the door to a com¬ 
munity involvement that a 
few years ago earned tiie 
group a "communist" brand 
in some quarters.

Further to my notes yesterday on 
the polyanthus primroses, most of the 
garden hooks insist that the seeds he 
sown in s shaded outdoor hed or an 
open cnidframc in late spring or early 
summer the period around the mid¬ 
dle of June is favored hy many writers. 
This is to provide plants for blooming 
the following spring. 

This works out fairly well in our part 
of the world when we get a cool and 
damp summer, hut it must he remem¬ 
bered that polyanthus growth slows up 
or stops entirely during hot, dry 
weather. 

fc *Jf we should get one of those sum¬ 
mers when no rain falls for weeks on 
end. when fire restrictions are put into 
effect and the forests are closed be¬ 
cause of low humidity, our baby 
primrose plants just don t make enough 
summer growth. 


a much earlier sowing than the hooks 
rfcoinmtlid. This gives the plants more 
cool, dapip growing weather in whicli to 
build themselves up, and it allows some 
margin for the erratic germination of 
the seeds, which seems to he a common 
characteristic of the primula tribe. 

If you have a greenhouse with a bit 
pf heat, or a cnidframc with e soil-heel¬ 
ing cable, a good time to start your 
seeds is mid-February If, however, you 
must depend on a sunny kitchen win¬ 
dowsill for the raising of your plants, 
early March is time enough, so the 
seedling plants won't become drawn 
and leggy through being kept indoors 
too long. 

In making these sowings. It is essen¬ 
tial that an r.imost surgical cleanliness 
he used, as the polyanthus seedlings are 
unusually susceptible to “damping off’’ 
and other fungus infections while in the 
small seedling stage. 

Pols should be scrubbed in hut, 
soapy water with a little household dis¬ 
infectant added If only a few plants are 
to he grown, I think it pays to huy one 
of those plastic hags of prepared and 
sterilized potting soil. II doesn’t cost 
very much, and it lias be* n heat-treated 
to exactly the right qegree to kill off 
the parasitic organisms without injury 
to (he beneficial soil bacteria. 


Failing this, use a mixture of two 
parts woodsy loam soil sifted through a 
half-inch sieve, one pari shredded and 
dampened peat moss and one part 
coarse sand or vermiculite. Mix very 
thoroughly, adding a level tahiespoonfui 
of superphosphate and half a table- 
simonful of hydrated lime to each quart 
of soil mixture.

HI I the clean pots to within half an 
inch of the rim. making firm with the 
fingers, tiien water thoroughly with a 
apecial soil disinfectant such as No- 
Damp or Pano-I trench diluted accord¬ 
ing to the directions on the label. 

Primula seed is very fine and it is 
difficult to scatter it on the soil surface 
thinly enough to avoid overcrowding the 
emerging seedlings. One method I have 
used is to mix the seeds with a little 
tame-dry sand to hulk it out, then scat¬ 
ter the mixture until just the barest 
trace of it can he seen oh the damp sur¬ 
face. 

The sown seeds may lie covered with 
a quarter-inch layer of peat moss, ver¬ 
miculite or perlite. Personally, I prefer 
peat for this joh. twiddling the stuff be¬ 
tween my thumb and forefinger so H 
falls and rests lightly and efcenly on the 
soil surface.

William Duncan, acting 
manager of Port of Van¬ 
couver said refusal of Canadi¬ 
an longshoremen to handle 
cargo diverted from U.S. ports 
would undoubtedly affect 
operations here but that It 
wa* too early to esUmate just 
what the effect would be. 

He also said Uierc might lie 
difficulty interpreting whether 
or not a siiip hud been divert¬ 
ed. 

“At tiie moment, there are 
relatively few ships on Uie 
)West coast." said Duncan. 
"Large numbers now sue

Next year teachers' salary 
increases will be subject to 
approval from ratepayers if

That was one of the main 
amendments to the Public 
Schools Ant introduced into 
the legislature Friday i»y Edu- 
cation Minister Donald 

Biaithers. 

Other major changes in the 
legislation included the of¬ 

ficial reduction of the school 
district budget inipease limit 
from 10 |»er cent to 8 per cent, 
and the inclusion of a com* 
plex section dealing with the 
dismissal of imcompetent 

teachers. 

Greater Victoria school 

board chairman Allan McKin¬ 
non said later the dismissal 
clauses were little improve¬ 
ment on the present situation, 
the introduction of the 108 per 
cent limit wax no surprise, 
and the salary increase stipu¬ 
lation would not worry boards 
much. 


The -eetion which deals 
with teachers' salary agree¬ 
ments removes a present 
clause in the act which makes 
arbitration, settlements bind¬ 
ing on i>oth teachers and dis¬ 
trict boards if they cannot 
reach a negotiated settlement. 

instead, the B.C. education 
department will set a limit for 
salary increases each fall. 
Any set dements which exceed 
this limit, whether reached by 
negotiation or arbitration, 
must tie approved by the dis¬ 
trict's owner-electors in a ref¬ 
erendum before they become 
tinal and binding. 

This new section does not 
apfiiy to 1972 contracts, how* 
ever, and its effects will first 
tie felt when bargaining for 
1973 agreements begins in the 
fall. 

In an interview outside the 
House Brothers said the limit 
would probably lie the same 
as, or similar to, the salary 
increases given civil servants 
each year.

My daughter ha byha I for 
two (hlldipn one aged ' 3 
and the other almost school 
age The older one lied a 
thick plastic sack over Ihe 
smaller one’s head (to play 
space man. he said) When 
my daughter found him, ne 
was aimnsl unconscious His 
fare was Ihe color of ashes 
and his lips were almost 
black. 

My daughter told the moth¬ 
er who said not to worry 
aliout it. it had happened ne-. 
fore and the l>oy would he all 
right But will he? 

Aside from the fact that he 
might suffocate next lime 
Isn't there danger of hrsm 


damage or lung damage? 
Shouldn't he have been taken 
to a doctor? f:.B. 

I doubt Ituii there was ei¬ 
ther brain or lung damage, 
since the child, although al¬ 
most unconscious,'* reco¬ 
vered. 

That doesn't alter Die fact 
that the child was probably 
within a minute or two of 
death, or al most a few min 
ulrg of it. 

When plastic hags first 
came into common use. theie 
wore so many deaths that 
word of the danger spread 
quickly. Depending on the 
IMirpose of Ihe hags, it is com 
mon now to punch holes in 
them when they are nianufac- 
lined Many also carry a 
warning that "ihls Is not a 
toy, do not give to children to 
play with."

That boy should, obviously, 
be taught never to play with 
plastic, most certainly never 
to pul it over the head or face 
o I anyone — baby brother, 
himself, or anyone git*. Many 
of ihr children who died 
gulled Ihe hags over their own 
Heads and suffocated before 
they could gel them off. 

Most important of all. Ihe 
mother should make sure that 
no plastic hags are left where 
Ihr children ran get them. 
Preferably she shouldn't have 
any in the house.

COURTENAY - The 
number of fatal accident* in 
the area covered by the Court- 
nay RCMP highway patrol has 
shown an increase of one — 
from five to six.

Cougar Cubs Caught

When Mrs. Oi-val ('milter 
went to look out her kitchen 
window after hearing a notsB 
in her backyard Thursday, it 
looked “Just like a scene out 
of m crime magazine." 

"There were about four po¬ 
licemen there and one had a 
long gun which he was point¬ 
ing at the garage, and there 
were a couple erf hounds hay¬ 
ing.'' Mrs. Coulter said. 

But Ihe only criminal being 
pursued by the Saanich police 
was a frightened young cou¬ 
gar. and the |»olicemen were 
instructed not fo use their 
guns except in an emergency. 

A constable. Saanich |»ound- 
kee|x»r Robert Hoi mil, Soci¬ 
ety for fhe Prevention of Cru¬ 
elty to Animals Inspector Don 
Adams, and cougar-tracker 
Harvey Godfrey were able to 
rapture the animal alive, and 
it will be taken to Nanaimo 
Unlay. Mn>- Coulter and her 
daughter, Tara. 2, watched 
the procedure from the kit¬ 
chen window.

Ihe Kish and Wildlife office 
will probably perform an au- 
topsy on the animal to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death 

Adams then went back to 
performing other duties, but 
about 2:30 p.m., he received a 
radio message that another 
cougar had been treed in the 
same area. 

He drove to Santa Clara 
from Brentwood, but by the 
time he got there, the cougar 
had (eft the tree and had been 
cornered in Ihe Coulter 
garage at 5200 Santa Clara. 

Hie hounds were left *Mt- 
side the garage while Holmes, 
Adams. Goffrey and a Saan¬ 
ich constable went in. shutting 
the door tohind them. 

They usod a catchalf pole (a 
device used by the |Kiund and 
SPCA for catching vicious 
dogst to capture the animal, 
slipping a rope loop on the 
end of Ute |>ule around the 
cougar's neck. 

Then they roped its feet to¬ 


gether, and took it out of the 
garage and down the street a 
few iKHtses to Godfreys 
home. There it was put in a 
large metal cage, and It 
stayed the night there after 
having been fed. watered, and 
bedded down. 

Big Enough 

The animal taken care of, 
Adams then went lo St. Jo¬ 
seph's Hospital to get three 
stitches taken in his hand 
where the first animal had 
bitten him. 

He said that when the cou¬ 
gar is trucked to Nanaimo 
today, it will he tagged so it 
will l« recognized if it 
wanders into civilization 
again. 

Releasing the animal is a 
problem because it nutst not 
be sot free in another cou¬ 
gar's territory, or it will he 
attacked. The animal U big 
enough to fend for itself, he 
said. tutY probably couldn't 
cot* with cnmt>eUUnn for food 
from another cougar. 

Both animals were five or 
six months old - an age at 


which they would normally 
still be with their mother. Bo- 
cause of this, the SPCA was 
at first worried that the moth¬ 
er might also Ip around 
somewhere, but a thorough 
search of the area turned up 
no sign of her. 

"I don't think area resi¬ 
dents need to worry. Adams 
said. "It seems exceedingly 
doubtlul there's another cou¬ 
gar around." The young ani¬ 
mals were ao Dun and in such 
poor condition that he doubted 
their mother had been Ending 
them food for a couple of 
weeks. 

They probably came down 
from the hills in the High¬ 
lands area because of the 
snow, he said, following 
game Once they found them¬ 
selves in a built-up area they 
became frightened and con¬ 
fused. 

"Evan the one that bit me. 
he wasn’t trying to attack- He 
was just very scared and try¬ 
ing to defend himself as best 
he could. 

"It wasn't really very excit¬ 
ing. It’s just all in the day's 
work." 


A second cougar, which 
turned up in the same area of 
Saanich tear Claremont 
school earlier in the day, was 
not so fortunate. It was also 
taken alive, but died on Ihe 
way to fhe SPCA shelter after 
lieing shot with a tranquillizer 
dart. 

Adams told the story this 
way: 

About 10:30 a in. he re¬ 
ceived a call that the Saanich 
IKtlice were on Ihe track ol a 
cougar on Santa Clara, east of 
Elk l^ikc The |K)lice were re¬ 
luctant to shoot the animal if 
it wasn't necessary, and 
would like his help. 

When he got to Santa Clara, 
he found the cougar, atiout 
five or six months old. 30 or 
40 feet up a tree in a yard. 

Godfrey's cougar hounds 
had tracked the animal there 
from Cordova Bay Road 
where it had earlier been 
spotted. 

Adams took Iranquilier 
gun. and hy standing under¬ 
neath Ihe tree was able to 
shoot a tranquillizer needle 
into the animal After it was 
hit, it leaped 'Mil of ihe tree, 
and ran almut UNI yards lie- 
fore the drug licgan to take 
effect. 

"But," lie said, "it didn’t 
lake quite as much effect as I 
thought it would." When he 
went lo help II. the cougar 
grabbed hold of him and hit 
and clawed one hand. 

With Ihe help of Ihe jMilice, 
the cat was suixiued. howev¬ 
er. and taken to the SPCA 
truck But on Ihe way hark In 
fhe office in Napier l^ane, it 
died. 

Adams said he couldn't tell 
what Ihe cause of death was. 
It might have beam a reaction 
lo the tranquillizer. Gut it

Broadcasters Public Enemies?

Are broadcaster* and news- 
napermen irresponsible, anti¬ 
social public enemies? 

AbouTV has received a fas¬ 
cinating — even frightening — 
letter which claims as much 
and. in a spirit of dialogue, 
will print it almost in full and 
comment an its thought- 
provoking points. 

The letter from a resident 
of Brookleigh Road in the Vic¬ 
toria area, resulted from an 
AbouTV article detailing s 
clash between newsmen and 
producers in the U.S. educa¬ 
tional network over a set of 
journalistic standards written 
by the newsmen and watered 
down by the producers: 

Enemies 

After noting the article, the 
letter reads 

“As a quiet, peaceful citi¬ 
zen scarcely a day passes 
without my hackles being 
raised by the ‘beating to 
death of news items to such 
an extent that T have a ten¬ 
dency to regard broadcasters, 
and frequently journalists, as 
anti-social public enemies. 

“I found I exulted when the 
police of Chicago smashed 
cameras and beat up news¬ 
men. and over this recent re¬ 
port from Northern Ireland I 
have been utterly nauseated. 

‘1 am convinced that news¬ 
men there have connived with 
the IRA (they were much 
closer in touch with the thugs 
than with established, elected 
authority* in order to keep 
the pot boiling and them¬ 
selves in a headline-hunting 
job 

“As a member of the. usual¬ 
ly silent majority, nothing 
would give me greater plea¬ 
sure than to hear — and see 
— the offices of The Associat¬ 
ed Press burned down or 


blown up. together with the- 
homes of some of their emin¬ 
ences gnses.” 

“That would be a news item 
that the broadcasters could 
enjoy themselves with for as 
long as they liked. My appe¬ 
tite would be insatiable fur 
details. The irresponsible in¬ 
terviewer frequently a nobody 
who think* he is a per¬ 
sonage because he has a mi¬ 
crophone in his hand, could 
also have a field day. 

Waste 

“I am sorry if 1 appear to 
downgrade vour once-honora- 
ble profession but. if this let¬ 
ter from a reader and a TV 
and radio watcher and viewer 
helps to give you an idea of 
what an ordinary everyday 
citizen thinks. I shall not have 
wasted this little note.” 

That's the letter and my 
first reaction was a fervent 
hope that the letter-writer, a 
seemingh intelligent person 
was overstating the case in 
rooting fm the violent de¬ 
struction of newsmen s uffices 
and homes. The flames of 
such violence would look very- 
much like Hitler's book burn¬ 
ings. 

Otherwise, here are a few 
comments on the letter based 
on a decade of experience in 
the broadcasting industry and 
an even longer stretch in 
newspapering: 

Radio 

• The ‘beating to death of 
news items is a problem pecu¬ 
liar to radio broadcasting, 
which has found it profitable 
and that's what the business 
is all about* to schedule news¬ 
casts on the hour or even half- 
hcar 

Radio news operations al¬ 
most always are small-staff 
affairs, again due to econom¬ 


ics. The man or the few men 
preparing the frequent news¬ 
casts have little enough timy 
tor the job and their difficulty 
is increased by the present 
policy of "voice clips’" on 
most newscasts — just think¬ 
ing up ideas for clips anc get¬ 
ting them takes up a lot of 
time. 

Listeners 

In addition, the radio news¬ 
man has no guarantee that 
someone who heard an item 
at 7 a.m. is still listening at 
7:30 or 8. If a story is hig. he 
feels an obligation to insert it* 
in every newscast even 
though the details do not 
change 

Each newsman naturally 
views each story differently 
and. if you gave a dozen 
newsmen c dozen stories lor a 
newscast, each would put 
them in a different order. As 
a former radio news director, 
I can say 1 never saw any at 
my employees do. a sloppy 
job. 

• Through lack of experi¬ 
ence, I cant comment on Chi¬ 
cago and Northern Ireland al¬ 
though my personal views are 
pro-newsmen in Chicago and 
leaning to anti m Ulster 

Sure of Job 

I am therefore unable - to 
prove there is no connivance 
with anyone to keep the head¬ 
lines hot but, among the thou¬ 
sands of newsmen I have met. 
not one was of that Hollywood 
type and almost every one 
wes reasonably sure his job 
would continue tomorrow 
even if he didn’t get a big- 
headline story today. 

Newsmen are remarkahly 
like most quiet, peaceful citi¬ 
zens — they too have fami¬ 
lies. mortgages outside inter¬ 
ests. Their chief differences 
from the silent majority prob-

• The irresponsible inter¬ 
viewer is almost always a no¬ 
body who thinks he is a per¬ 
sonage because he has a mi¬ 
crophone in his hand. I don't 
believ# the majority of inter¬ 
viewers is irresponsible but, 
legardless of that, an inter¬ 
viewer definitely does become 
a personage when h? has a 
microphone in his hand. And 
that goes if he has a pencil 
rather than a mike 

It is a fact of modern society 
that an interviewer s a per¬ 
son apart. 

Avenue 

He deals with two groups of 
people — those he interviews 
and the general public The 
subjects treat him in a special 
manner because he is an ave¬ 
nue to toe public and there- 
lore to power or some special 
interest. The public treats 
him in a special manner be¬ 
cause be deals with the sub¬ 
jects, whether great or other¬ 
wise. c * 

The interviewer may have a 
king-sized head but would not 
hold centre stage unless sub¬ 
jects or public wanted biro to.

Remote Areas

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. 
IAPi — In 1973, five million 
children m remote areas of 
India will learn their reading, 
writing and arrthmatic from 
television sets receiving sig¬ 
nals from U.S. satellites 22,300 
miles above the Indian Ocean. 

For thousands of these chil¬ 
dren. it will be their first 
classroom and their first tele¬ 
vision 

By that time, other satel¬ 
lites will be directing air and 
sea traffic across the oceans 
and will be searching for oil, 
good fishing grounds, arable 
land, diseased crops and pol¬ 
lution. Weather satellites will 
provide forecasts several 
days in advance, with an ul¬ 
timate goal of a two-to-three- 
week prediction system. In¬ 
ternational conferences will 


be held via satellite, with par¬ 
ticipants staying home in¬ 
stead of travelling thousands 
of miles. 

“The idea is to move elec¬ 
trons around instead of peo¬ 
ple.’ explains former German 
rocket expert Dr. Wemher 
van Braun, now director of 
advanced planning for the 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

While public attention has 
focused an manned space 
flights in recent years, scores 
at unmanned satellites have 
rocketed into orbit, perfecting 
instruments intended to pay a 
dividend to all men on earth. 

These silent servants in 
space have quietly revolu¬ 
tion i z e d global com¬ 
munication. maritime naviga¬ 
tion. world wide weather fore¬ 
casting, military' reconnais¬ 
sance and our knowledge of

Realism seems to be a key 
point of ambiguity and am¬

Darryl Hickman, a general 
program executive tor CBS, 
stated that when he first 
began examining the soaps he 
was "surprised at how little 
all of them were dealing with 
vital issues.

One stag¬ 
gering statistic ferreted out 
by NBC is that of the 70 mtt- 
lion adult women in this 
country 48 million will turn

Response 

To obtain that kind trf 
viewer response the network* 
must b f doing something 
rignt, must be satisfying some 
“need,* whether for realism 
or escapism, on the part of a 
great many women. 

It is in fact frightening the 
extent to which some women 
get involved in soap operas. 
Eisner of ABC told me stories 
of how viewer* send birthday 
and anniversary card* to the 
character* or: write letter* 
warning them la bout plot con¬ 
spiracies. Tile confusion of the 
character with the actor be¬ 
comes almost total in the • 
minds at some viewers, and is 
reinforced by the extraordi¬ 
nary publication Daytime 
TV based on the movie- 
magazine format in which the 
acton and actresses are gen¬ 
erally identified first by their 
fictional name*. then their 
real ones.
